IMPORTANT DHCISION. 

The railroads have just added anether to 
their long list of defeats in their fight against 
“the Granger laws” of the States, Beaten on 
all points in the State courts, the only victory 
they have gained in the United States courts 
has been where State laws have encroached on 
the national prerogative in regard to the regula- 
tion of inter-State commerce. The decision of 
Judge GrrsHax, in the United States Circuit 
Court at Chicago, downs them in their last 
ditch, unless they can get it reversed by the 
United States Supreme Court, which is not 
probable, : 

_ In this case the C., B. & Q. eet up the fact 
that its line is a consolidation of several lines 
all but one of which had charters cdnferring 
upon them the right to fix their own 
fares and freight rates. State courts have 
held that such provisions in railroad charters 
are to be construed as subject to the 
police power of regulation which is inalienable 
in the State, and it is a question whether any 
Legislature can confer upon a corporation, ag 
scontract right, any privilege or exemption 


| which is in serious conflict with or in deroga- 


tion of the police powerof the State, But 
Judge GresHaM did not pass upon this ques- 
tion and did not have todo so. As was held in 
a similar West Virginia case, he said the con- 
solidation of several companies having the 
right to fix their own fares, with another com- 
pany whose charter gave it no such right, wes 
équivalent to a surrender of the right by all, 
and put them all on the same level, and that if 
there was any doubt on the subject the public, 
not the corporations, should have the 
benefit of such doubt. And so his decision 
is that the C., B. & Q. cannot collect fares in 
excess of the fates allowed by the State 
laws, and cannot have the support of the 
United States Courts in doing so. 

It is to be hoped that the appeal to be taken 
in this case will be considered by the Supreme 
Court in connection with other appeals that 
will elicit adecision on the extent to which a 
charter privilege or exemption can be set up as 
a contract right in derogation of the police 
power. The tendency of recent decisions is to 
preserve that power unimpaired by any legis- 
lation which charter buying lobbies have pro- 
cured. The decision of Judge GresHam is only 
one of the incidenta of the great uprising of 
people and courts against the aggressive | 
usurpations of the corporations. Like the frog 
in the fable,monopolies have swelled themselves 
with wind until they imagined themselves 
greater and more powerful than the State, and 
now comes the collapse.

It ig a degradation of art, 
The higher its technical merit the greater the 
Offense. Its exhibition will preventa great many 
people from visiting the gallery, and will prejudice 
those who see it. If Mr. Pettes would give it «a 
room to itself he would do a great deal to correct a 
mistake which may do him injustice.

According to these figures, taken from the Teath 
Census and American Almanac, the worst bulldoz- 
ing in 1880 was in Rhode Island and the least in 
South Carolina. In Massachusetts 54 per cent 
voted, in Vermont 69 per cent, in South Carolina 54 
per cent, in Rhode Island 38 per cent. In 1884, with 
the game basis for computation, Rhode Island stilj 
held the lead for proscription of voters, only 40 per 
cent voting in that State, while 99 per cent voted in 
Florida. There was no contest and no campaign in 
the Southern States named, while every possible 
effort was made to capture and defend the electoral 
vote of Massachusetts. Yet, in Massachusetts only 
60 per cent of the males over 21 voted, while Ken- 
tucky voted 73 and Tennessee 78 per cent. In Louis- 
iana and Missiasippi only 50 per cant voted, and in 
South Carolina only 44. but the election of 1880 
showed that it was not Red Shirts, but General 
Apathy, that kept the voters from the polls. 

China and Mobs, 
From the San Francisco Chronicle. 

In 1875, in the province ef Yunan, the Englishman 
Margary was murdered bya Chinese mob. The 
authorities of the place where the muraer occurred 
were tried and executed, and Mrs. Margary re- 
ceived ample compensation (the sum paid was 
$280,000) so far as money could compensate her. 
On the lithef July of the same year, at Chin 
Kiang, the American Consul and his wife were 
insulted by a party of Chinese soldiers. Prompt 
reparation was made and the soldiers were severely 
pupished. In 1874 Chinese pirates attacked a Ger- 
man ship at Foo Chow and murdered the captain 
and mate. The Chinese executed the two pirate 
chiefs and paid $18,860 damages. On June @i, 1870, 
the French consulate and cathedral at Tientsin 
were attacked by amob and tweaty Frenchmen 
end Russians were killed. The Chinese arrested 
the ringleaders of the mob, banished twenty-one of 
them, besidesthe Prefect anid Magistrate of the 
town, and executed twenty, of whom sixteen were 
put to deathin presence of the foreign consuls. 
They also paid the French $550,000 indemnity, 
besides an indemnity to the Russians.

Troops of Cavalry in Hot Pursuit of the 
Fleeing Apaches. 

Santa Fs, N. M.. September, 19.—Gen. Miles, 
commanding the Department of the Vissouri, has 
been in this territory for several days, looking to 
matters conaected with the recent Indian troubles.
